Bill to Cancel Madison 
Act Perfected.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 27 — 
The House today reversed its re- 
fusal of yesterday to perfect the 
bill to repeal the King-Thompson 


Act prohibiting -strikes by em- 
Ployes of public utilities. ‘The 
House perfected the bill by a vote 
of 70 to 62, 

There was no debate on the mo- 
tion to reconsider. Representative 
Charles H. Pulis of Audrian coun- 
ty made the motion and it was 
put to an immediate vote. 

The action does not necessarily 
mean that the bill will be passed 
although it received 11 more 
vote; than when it was rejected 
yesterday. It fell eight votes 
short of the number required for 
passage of a bill. 

For Madison Act Repeal. 

Yesterday, before its first vote 
against perfection of the King- 
Thompson repealer, the House 
perfected another labor bill to rer 
peal the Madison law, prohibiting 
jurisdictiona] strikes and _ sec- 
ondary boycotts. In so doing, the 
Democratic majority took its first 
step to pay the debt it feels it 
owes labor for support in the last 
election. 

On the King-Thompson repeal 
the vote on perfection yesterday 
was 59 to 59, a majority being 
needed. The 59 affirmative votes 
were 19 fewer than needed to pass 
a bill. On the Madison repeal the 
vote was 75 for repeal and 46 
against,: 

In general the vote on both bills 
followed party Jines, Democrats 
being for repeal and Republicans 
against, although neither was a 
strict party vote.’ 

On the King-Thompson repeal 
56 ocrats d three Repub- 
licans voted for repeal, 12 Demo- 
crats and 47 Republicans apainst. 
On repeal of the Madison Act 68 
Democrats and seven Republicans 
voted for repeal and five Demo- 
crats and 41 Republicans against. 

During the debate on both bills, 
R. T. Wood, president of the AFL 
Missouri State Federation of La- 
bor, and James Davis, executive 
secretary of the Missouri State 
CIO Council, watched proceedings 
from a side gallery of the House. 
They had been active for two days 
in directing the preparations for 
bringing up the bills. 

Amendment Possible. 

There are indications that the 
King-Thompson law will not be 
repealed at this session of the Leg- 
islature, but there is still a pos- 
sibility that it will be amended 
to soften the penalties which labor 
contends are unreasonably harsh. 
Amendments being considered are 
to eliminate a provision under 
which a striking public utility em- 
ploye loses his seniority rights and 
to reduce the penalty of $10,000 a 
day against unions which strike 
in violation of the law. 

There was no opportunity to 
amend the bill under considera- 
tion in the House, it being an out- 
right repeal of the act as a whole. 
However, a similar bill pending in 
the Senate Labor Committee can 
be amended. Introduced by Sen- 
ator Milton F. Napier of St. Louis, 
it enumerates the sections of the 
law. Apparently it will be pos- 
sible there to strike from the bill 
certain section numbers,. thus 
leaving those sections intact while 
repealing other sections.

He Wants to Go Back, 

, says ‘I Like It in There’ 
— Hidden Since Start 
of War. 


NEW YORK, April 27 (AP)—A 
shaggy-bearded man of 33, found 
after 10 years of solitude in a dank 
cubbyhole, yearned today to return 
to the tomb-like cubicle in which 
his mother sealed him when war 
broke out. 

Shoeless, filthy, his clothes in 
rags, Paul Makushak, onetime col- 
lege student, stood on wobbly legs 
and blinked in the unaccustomed 
glare of electric lights. 

“I liked it in there,” he said. 
“I'd like to go beck. I don’t care 
aboug the outside world.” Police 
took him to a hospital. 

Brooklyn District Attorney 
Miles F, McDonald said there was 
no evidence of any crime in Maku- 
shak’s imprisonment since he had 
entered the room voluntarily. 

At Kings County Hospital, a 
spokesman said Makushak would 
undergo psychiatric examination 
for a week to 10 days, 

Makushak had been cleaned up 
and fed. There were no sanitary 
facilities in his tiny cubicle. 

He told a strange story of vol- 
uritary exile since 1939, when his 
mother sealed him off from the 
world with a wall of wood and 
plaster at the outbreak of World 
War II. 

Makushak spent the 10 years in 
a tiny walled-in cubicle built in 
the corner of a littered third-floor 
bedroom in a brownstone house in 
Brooklyn. 

Father Didn’t Know It. 
“His father, who runs a tailor 
shop in the same building, said he 
never knew his son was impris- 
oned in the house. 

The cubicle, about three feet 
wide and five feet long—scarcely 
large enough to hold Makushak 
when he stretched on the floor to 
sleep—had been devised, police 
said, because his mother presum- 
ably wanted him to escape being 
drafted. 

Authorities began an investigas 
tion of his draft status. Mean- 
while, they reported his mother 
was in a hysterical condition in 
another hospital after learning 
her son’s hiding place had been 
found. 

Makushak was vague about the 


war. 
“The draft?” he replied to ques- 
tioning by McDonald. “I don’t 
know about the draft. That was 
in 1917, wasn’t it?” 
He said he didn’t “believe in 
violence,” and added, “I don’t

JEFFERSON CITY, April 27 — 
Gov. Forrest Smith threw a dam- 
per on the annual legislative grid- 
iron dinner given by the Jeffer- 
son City Chamber of Commerce 
last night, when he scolded the 
fun-makers for poking fun at his 
“aspirations for the poor people 
of Missouri.” 

His impromptu speech caused 
the dinner mafiagers hastily to 
call off the prank that prompted 
the Governor’s remarks, and to 
cancel two scheduled skits in 
which Smith was to have been the 
target. 

The prank to which the Gov- 
ernor objected was intended to 
rib him for the notorious “Dear 
Pensioner” letter he sent to old- 
age pensioners a number of years 
ago when he was State Auditor. 
As planned, a_ shabbily-dressed 
man was to “crash” the dinner 
several times seeking the Govern- 
or. After being ejected twice, the 
man was to have reached Gov. 
Smith and thanked him for the 
letter and for seeing that all his 
relatives and friends got on the 
pension rolls. 

Gov. Smith saw through the in- 
tended ribbing when the man 
made his first appearance, because 
the same person had been used by 
his luncheon associates in a 
similar joke several years ago. 
When the Governor bristled with 
anger at “that old gag,” the prank 
was abandoned.

The Democrats yesterday of- 
fered a compromise plan which 
would provide that the two mem- 
bers be seated, but refrain from 
participating in the affairs of the 
board while the Republicans 
brought suit to determine whether 


The plan was proposed by Alder- 
man Alfred I. Harris, Democrat, 
of the Twenty-second Ward, and 
would temporarily seat Aldermen 
A. J. Cervantes and Raymond 
Egan, Democrats, of the Fifteenth 
and Seventeenth Wards, _ fre- 
spectively. These have been chal 
lenged by the Republicans on the 
ground they lack qualifications 
set up by the City Charter for 
Aldermen. 

G.O.P. Willing to Negotiate. 

Alderman J. Ray Weinbrenner 
of the Twenty-eighth Ward, who 
has led the Republican fight on 
the two Democrats, said that the 
Republicans would be willing to 
talk over.any proposal which 
would stop the two groups from 
meeting separately, with each 
claiming to be the “regular” 
board and with each calling the 
other’s meetings “rump sessions.” 

Weinbrenner added, however, 
that the Republicans would not 
agree to any plan which would 
permit the two new aldermen to 
be seated until their qualifications 
had been determined adequate. 


“Qnce they are seated, no mat- 
ter what is determined in an in- 
vestigation of their qualifications, 
they cannot be removed except by 
a two-thirds vote of the board’s 
membership,” he said. | 

The Democrats would have 15 
members of the Board if the two 
are seated and the Republicans 
would have 14 members. Con- 
tending that the two are unquali- 
fied, the Republicans have in- 
cluded the names of the predeces- 
sors in their roll calls to organize 
what they contend is a legal Board 
of Aldermen. 

Only one of these, Vernon H. 
Riehl, former Alderman from the 
Seventeenth Ward, has shown up 
but his presence was sufficient 
to give the Republicans a claimed 
quorum of 15 members with 
which to organize a board. Mean- 
while, the Democrats also with 
15 present, including Cervantes 
and Egan, had proceeded to or- 
ganize another Board. The groups 
have been meeting separately. 

To Meet With Darst Again. 

Committees representing both 
sides will meet tomorrow with 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst in an at- 
tempt to work out a plan which 
will end the confusion and permit 
vital municipal legislation to be 
introduced. 

Held up by the legislative snarl 
is the city’s annual appropriation 
bill providing for the payment of 
employe’s salaries and city bills. 

Milton Carpenter, new city 
comptroller, and E. G. Schub- 
kegal, bifdget director, worked 
oday on cuts in the proposed 
4city budget, which are intended 
to bring the budget within the 
$37,500,000 estimated city revenue 
for 1949-50. Carpenter said the 
proposed budget, when presented 
to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment tomorrow, would 
be below the estimated revenue. 
Any saving can be applied to the 
existing $3,700,000 city deficit. 

One of the cuts announced by 
Carpenter was in the item of 
mechanics in the city garage. In 
recent years, it was necessary, 
because of the age of the motor- 
ized equipment, to hire more me- 
chanics than are now needed. The 
reduction in all branches is in- 
tended to cut the department es- 
timates of more than $44,000,000 to 
stay within the anticipated rev- 
enue. 


INDUSTRY OUTPUT 
DECLINES FOURTH 
STRAIGHT MONTH 


WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP)— 
Industrial production dropped in 
March for the fourth straight 
month and the downswing is con- 
tinuing, the Federal Reserve 
Board reported today, 

March output, on the board’s 
seasonally adjusted index, fell to 
184 per cent of the 1935-39 average 
compared with 189 in February 
and 191 in March, 1948. The peak 
was 195 in October and November 
last year. 

Simultaneously, the board said, 
prices of industrial commodities 
Gropped generally in March and 
April, with sharp reductions in 
metal scrap and non-ferrous 
metals. Employment in factories 
also showed a “further marked re- 
duction” in March. 

The two-week work halt in coal 
mining was a factor ingending in- 
dustrial production down in 
March. Apart from that, there 
was a decline of about 2 fer cent 
in production of. manufactured 


goods.

. Weinbrenner Says Re- Calls on Nation to Fight 


Reds as It Fought the 
Japs— Soochow Falls, 
Raiders Seize Point 
Opposite Shanghai.

SHANGHAI, April 27 (AP) — 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek re- 
turned to the battle against Com- 
munism today, forecasting a third 
world war if China is lost to the 
Reds. 

In his first statement since re- 
tiring from the presidency on Jan. 
21, Chiang pledged to share the 
hardships of his countrymen “on 
the brink of disaster.” 

His statement came as Commu- 
nist guerrilla troops, in a surprise 
coup, seized Putung, just across 
the Whangpoo river from Shang- 
hai, and the Nationalists an- 
nounced the abandonment of 
Soochow, 50. miles to the west 
of Shanghai. 

Reds Have Choice. 

Capture of Soochow will permit 
the Reds to pivot the bulk of their 
forces toward Shanghai, or wheel 
to assault Hangchow, 85 miles 
south of this city. Both cities are 
big seaports ,and could be used to 
evacuate Nationalist troops pinned 
against the sea. 

Abandonment of Soochow was 
announced in a communique is- 
sued by the Shanghai garrison. 
It did not. use the word with- 
drawal, but said Nationalist troops 
had shifted their positions to a 
point six miles nearer Shanghai. 

(The capture of Putung could 
make all operations on the 
Whangpoo, a branch of the 
Yangtze river, hazardous for the 
evacuation of Nationalist troops, 
foreigners or civilians. The Brit- 
ish and American consulates are 
directly across from Putung.) 

Speaks as Party Leader. 

Chiang’s statement was issued 
at his ancestral home in Chikow, 
to which he retired last January, 
but both foreign and Chinese 
sources insisted he is now in 
Shanghai. Chiang spoke as di- 
rector general of the Kuomintang 
(Government party). 

Some sources believed that 
Chiang intended to again take 
over the reins of government. But 
Marshal Yen Hsis-han, defender 
of Taiysan until its capture by 
the Communists, insisted Chiang 
will not resume the Presidency, 
but will instead help acting Presi- 
dent Li Tsung-jen’s Government 
as leader of the Kuomintang. Yen 
said he had conferred with Chiang 
before the statement was issued. 

This apparently was borne out 
by Chiang, whose statement pro- 
mised full support to Li’s govern- 
ment. 

He called on his people to fight 
as hard against Communism as 
they did against the Japanese in 
eight years of war. At the same 
time he admitted some of the 
shortcomings of his own 22-year 
rule. 

The Generalissimo said the Reds 
by crossing the Yangtze had blun- 
dered into the same military error 
that mired the Japanese in their 
conquest of China. The river 
crossing, he said, represents. the 
“peak of Communist military de- 
velopment.” It will bring the Reds 
“face to face with the tangling 
mass of military, political and ec- 
onomic problems which will even- 
tually result in their downfall.” 

Predicts Final Victory. 

“T am certain,” he said, “that so 
long as we carry on the struggle 
the Communists can neither en- 
slave nor destroy our country. 
Within three years the final vic- 
tory will be ours.” He recalled 
that only four years ago Nanking 
was liberated from the Japanese. 

“We are confronted,” said Chiang, 
“by a dark, brutal force which 
seeks to rob our people of their 
liberty, destroy the independence 
of our nation and threaten the 
peace of the entire world. 

“In this struggle, the life and 
liberty of every one of our people 
is tied with the life of the nation,” 
he continued. “Although I retired 
from the post of President, I feel 
I cannot lightly disregard my re- 
sponsibility as a citizen at a time 
our country is faced with danger, 
our people on the brink of dis- 
aster. I wish to pledge at this 
time of crisis that I shall share 


the sufferings of my fellow coun- | 


trymen.” 

Chiang said he realized that 
Communism was a problem of in- 
ternational implications that China 
alone could not settle. If that 
problem in China could have been 
settled through peaceful and po- 
litical means, Chiang went on, he 
felt that it would help establish 
a basis for world peace. 

The Government, he said, was 
“constantly faced with the dread- 
ful possibility that if we should 
fail, China would become the tin- 
derbox battleground of a terrify- 
ing third world war in which 
every nation of the world would 
be tragically involved.” 

Fifth Column Cited. 

Chiang placed some of. the 
blame for the military and polit- 
ical shortcomings of his govern- 
ment on the “general misappre- 
hension of Communist intentions 
among certain sections of the Chi- 
nese and thé foreign public, as 
well as the inroads made by Com- 
munist fifth column activities in 
China and abroad.” 

Chiang charged the Reds have 
no intention for peace. Recent 
actions “prove that the ultimate 
aim of the Chinese Communists is 
the conquest and final subjugation 
of China so that this country 
could be conveniently used as a 
base for the third world war and 
the Chinese people its cannon fod- 
der for aggressive world Com- 
munism.” 

“No nation which desires to be 
free can complacently shun the re- 
sponsibility which China is now 
bearing as a result of her tragic 
struggle,” Chiang said,

Britain Accepts Soviet 
Terms — New Moves

NEW YORK, April 27 (AP)— 
The United States delivered a note 
to the Russians here today asking 
for a formal statement as to when 
and on what conditions they will 
lift their Berlin blockade. 

The note was delivered by Philip 
C. Jessup, American Ambassador- 
at-Large, to Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister Jacob A. Malik, at the 
Soviet offices on Park avenue.

Two other novels —_ three 
plays also received awards in the 
contests sponsored by the Catho- 
lic organization. Awards were 
made at a luncheon at the Hotel 
Commodore here. 

A $10,000 second book award 
was presented to Mrs. Richard L. 
Nowinson, a Chicago housewife, 
for “The Martels,” a novel of 
family life. 

Charles O’Neal, North Holly- 

wood, Calif., won the $5000 third 
prize with “Three Wishes,” de- 
scribed as a whimsical, Irish 
story. 
' The first play prize of $5000 was 
awarded to Miss Rosemary Casey 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., for “Mother 
Hildebrand,” a story of a Midwest 
girls’ college. 


PARTNERS TO DECIDE 
WHICH ONE SERVES 
TERM IN JAIL FIRST 


NEW YORK, April 27 (AP)— 
Two partners who had solved 
many business problems jointly 
had this new and different one 
today: who should go to jail first? 

United States District Judge 
Sylvester J. Ryan asked them yes- 
terday to return to court next 
Friday to decide who would serve 
30 days in jail first. He declined 


to sentence Thomas Bizzoco, 38 
| years old, and Max Weinberg, 42, 
| simultaneously, so their business 
| would not suffer. 

They were .sentenced for evad- 
‘ing payment of more than $67,000 
'in income taxes in 1942 to 1945. 
| Both could have been sent to 
_jail for 20 years and fined $40,000 
each. The judge said he* meted 
|out the sentences of only 30 days 
each after “due cnosideration” of 
the background of the two who 
never had been in trouble with 
the law before.

HOUSE VOTES BIL 
TO ADMIT NEGROES 
TO MISSOURI U 


Opens Other 
State Institutions: of 
Higher Learning to 
Race—Goes to Senate.

A bill permitting -Negroes to at- 
tend the University of Missouri 
and other state tax-supported in- 
stitutions of higher learning was 
passed today by the House, 100 to 
8. The bill now -goes to the Sen- 
ate. 
The measure declares it to be 
the public policy of the state that 
any qualified resident of Missouri, 
“regardless of race, color, creed 
or religion,” may be admitted to 
any state-supported university or 
college. 

Marking the first major attempt 
to relax Missouri’s long-standing 
policy of segregated schools for 
Negroes, the bill, if passed by the 
Senate, would authorize the ad- 
mission of Negro students to the 
University of Missouri, Columbia; 
Missouri School of Mines and 
Metallurgy, Rolla, and the State 
Colleges at Kirksville, Maryville, 
Warrensburg, Cape Girardeau and 
Springfield. 

It would not apply, however, to 
public elementary and high 
schools, in which the present 
policy of separate schools would 
be continued. The measure would 
have the effect of permitting 
white students to attend the state- 
maintained Lincoln University at 
Jefferson City, which by law is 
now restricted to Negro students. 

The House passed the measure 
with virtually no discussion. The 
only speakers for it were Repre- 
sentative John W.: Green, St. 
Louis, and James McKinnley Neal, 
Kansas ity, two of the four 
Negro members of the House. 

As originally introduced, the 
bill would have permitted Negroes 
to attend the State University and 
colleges only if courses of study 
desired were not available at Lin- 
coln University. The House, how- 
ever, adopted an amendment on 
perfection to permit qualified 
Negro students to enroll in any 
courses offered in any state school 
of high learning. 


Baruch’s Home Town Celebrates 
Famous Son’s Return With Holiday 


CAMDEN, S&.C., April 27 (UP) | 
—Bernard M. Baruch’s home town 
welcomed him back today, and 
turned out everyone from his 95- 
year-old Negro “Mammy” to 
school children growing up in a 
world he draws blueprints for. 
“Camden Welcomes Bernard 
Baruch” said a huge banner 
stretched across DeKalb street. 

The 78-year-old financier and 
statesman was not expected to cut 
the switch on his hearing aid un- 
less the praise given him is exces- 
sive. He had asked particularly 
that the celebration be on a mod- 
est scale. 

He has been coming back to 
South Carolina all his life, but 
his residence in the state—23,000- 
acre Hobcaw Barony—is far from 
the house on Broad street, where 
Baruch was born Aug. 19, 1870, 
son of a Civil War surgeon. 

Camden, a picket - fence and 
shrubbery town of 6000 South 
Carolinians and numbers of

turned out to hear him talk in 
Hampton Park. 

Baruch said Americans should 
“guard against those who would 
seek to destroy your faith in our 
Government by talking of in- 
justices and intolerances.” 

“T have had intolerance prac- 
ticed against me and mine all my 
life,” gaid Baruch, a Jew, “but I 
never permitted it to rouse in me 
envy, jealousy or hatred, or to 
weaken in the slightest my faith 
in our form of government, its 
Constitution and its institutions.” 

Declaring that he was directing 
his remarks particularly to the 
school children, Baruch added: 
“Were our form of government to 
be destroyed, the result would 
only be intolerance and injustice 
on a truly terrible scale, as has 
happened wherever freedom has 
been destroyed. So watch those 
who want to change our form of 
government to a so-called welfare 
state, copied largely after others

It was expected, he said, 
that Gromyko probably would have 
to consult Moscow before replying. 


AMERICAN VIEWS 
ON SOVIET OFFER

WASHINGTON, April 27—Amer- 
ican and Russian representatives 
explored further today the pos- 
sibilities of an agreement on lift- 
ing the Benlin blockade. 

The meeting in New York was 
a continuation of an exchange of 
views on the Berlin problem by 
Philip C. Jessup, the United States 
Ambassador-at-large, and Jacob 
Malik, the Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister. 

The United States hopes to learn 
at this meeting whether Russia is 
ready to lift the blockade of Ber- 
lin without attaching unaccept- 
able conditions. 

‘The State Department said yes~- 
terday that if the present position 
of the Soviet Government is that 
outlined In a Tass news agency re- 
lease, the way appears ‘clear for 
ending the blockade and counter- 
blockade, and the convening of a 
Big Four conference of foreign 
ministers. 

It was made clear, however, that 
the Allied governments have made 
no commitments on the contro- 
versial points of a single Berlin 
currency and of retarding or aban- 
doning the proposed German fed- 
eral state. This project, on the 
contrary, will be pushed on at 
full speed, it was declared. 

In return for lifting the block- 
ade, the three western powers are 
willing to fulfill an offer they 
made from the beginning. This is 
to set a date for a four-power 
foreign ministers meeting, and a 
reciprocal and simultaneous re- 
moval of restrictions imposed by 
the Allies. on communications, 
transportation and trade to and 
from the eastern zone of Ger- 


many. 

This development is regarded as 
a momentous victory for the Al- 
lied contention, held from the 
start, that no political price would 
be paid for raising the siege of 
Berlin, which was branded as il- 
legal in Washington, London and 
Paris. 


If the rotational routine is ob- 
served, the meeting of foreign 
ministers would be held in Paris, 
But there is no reason why Wash- 
ington should not be chosen, or 
London or even Moscow. The date 
has not been announced, but in- 
dications are that the conference 
will be called prior to the. estab- 
lishment of the German federal 
state, which is set for about 60 
days hence. 

The German problem in general 
would be the theme of the confer- 
ence. This might include a Ger- 
man peace treaty or a realigne 
ment of the proposed state to in- 
clude the whole of Germany, un- 
der four-power control.

The publishers at the convention 
were told in a report presented by 
Cranston Williams, A.N.P.A, gen- 
eral manager, that the newsprint 
shortage which has plagued pa- 
pers since the war is passing. 

“For the first time since 1942, 
supply and demand are nearing a 
balance,” Williams said. “The spot 
market for newsprint at high 
prices has vanished.” 

The publishers were warned 
that State Department proposals 
for press communications would 
“turn back the clock 30 years.” 

The committee.on press com- 
munications said that “well-in- 
formed persons connected with the 
press” have taken a grave view of 
proposals ‘or evision ¢’ the in- 
ternational telegranh regulations 
offered by the State Department 
for consideration at the adminis- 
trative telephone and telegraph 
conference in Paris next month. 

“Among the recommendations 
which should give publis’ers r -e 
concern,” said its report, “are: 

“Abolition of the CDE and LC 
deferred half-rate message classi- 
fications; increase of 12% per cent 
for overnight deferred messages 
and the unification of the plain 
language message and code classi- 
fications, with a ~«duction of 25 
per cent for the plain language 
and an increase of 25 per cent for 
code messages.”

Strategy to Defeat Wood Bill. 

The Wood bill, nomfnally spon- 
sored by Representative Wood 
(Dem.), Georgia, is substantially 
the Taft-Hartley act under another 
name with a few minor changes. It 
is the bill backed by the Repub- 
lican minority and a good many 
Southern Democrats. When the 
general debate is finished, prob- 
ably late today, it will be offered 
as a substitute for the Thomas- 
Lesinski bill. 

The one condition named by the 
Democratic leader who said the 
Wood bill could be defeated was 
that the Thomas-Lesinski bill be 
amended to stipulate the powers 
of the President in eurbing strikes 
which would cause national emer- 
gencies. 

(The Associated Press quoted 
Representative Cavalcante (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, as saying he would 
propose amending the Wood bill 
to make it an “unfair labor prac- 
tice” for either an employer or 
union to discriminate against a 
worker because of race, creed or 
color. Any bill with that civil! 
rights amendment would have a 
difficult time getting Southern sup- 
port. The amendment itself would 
have the same trouble.) 

What is going on today, and what 
went on yesterday, is the so-called 
“general debate”—a lot of oratory 
and no action. 

Little Interest in Debate. 

The oratory is beginning to 

sound like stump speeches. It is 
a repetition, in more sonorous 
tones and more polished phrases 
of the old arguments—pro and 
con—that were put forward time 
after time in the committee ses- 
sions before the Dill reached the 
floor. 
“The galleries were filled at the 
outset with curious spectators and 
representatives of the special in- 
terests, labor and management, 
which are most immediately con- 
cerned with the pending legisla- 
tion.

| Two’ hitchhikers have admitted 
killing Howard A. Heininger, Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Co. su- 
pervisor, in a $10 holdup near Jer- 
seyville, Ill, last Wednesday, 
Greene County Sheriff Arthur 
Powell announced today. 

Sheriff Powell said he is holding 
Carson Segar, 19 years old, Alton, 
and Curtis S. Chapman of White 
Hay, who admitted firing five 
pistol shots at Heininger after 
robbing him of $10. The super- 
visor’s body, shot four times, was 
found Thursday in a field eight 
miles north of Jerseyville, where 
he lived with his wife and three 
young children. 

Powell said .the prisoners told 
him that Heininger had picked 
them up in his car. They decided 
to rob him when he turned off on 
a country road to deliver an in- 
surance policy. Heininger was 
shot in the back as he ran across 
the field, after being forced to 
stop his car. He also was wound- 
ed twice in the abdomen and in 
the chest, and the fifth bullet 
passed through his coat sleeve. 

Following the shooting Segar 
and Chapman tried to get away in 
their victim’s automobile, but were 
unable to start it. ‘They then 
walked to the highway and were 
picked up by another motorist, 
they said. 

A report that two strangers 
were seen in the neighborhood of 
the killing led to the arrest of 
Segar and Chapman after it wis 
learned they had hitched rides 
from motorists going between 
Carrolton and Jerseyville last 
Wednesday. Heininger was last 
seen alive in Carrollton early 
Wednesday afternoon, when he 
gold a business associate he wus 
driving back to his home in Jer- 
seyville. 

Segar and Chapman, who is 18 
years old, went to Oklahoma City 
by bus after the killing. They 
were arrested by Alton police 
when they got off a bus in Alton 
last night. In their statement to 
Sheriff Powell, the killers said 
they had intended tying up Hein- 
inger, but there was no rope in 
the car, so they shot him instead.

son told questioning Senators 
‘today that the Atlantic treaty does 
not require the United States to 
gend troops to western Europe 
prior to an aggression. 

Senator Hickenlooper (Rep.), 
‘Léuisiana, asked him whether the 
United States is going to be ex- 
pected to “supply substantial num- 
bers of troops and troop organi- 
wations to implement the land 
power of western Europe prior to 
aggression.” The Senator said he 
was not talking about 500 or a 
1000 troops, but a “substantial 
number.”

Construction to Begin 
Within Nine Months if 
SEC Approves Deal for 
Mine — 110,000-KW 


Generator Ordered. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine) , 


Plans for a new $26,000,000 elec- 
tric generating plant to be erected 
in St. Louis county, and expected 
to be in service by 1952, have been 
disclosed by Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri. 

It will be erected on the 374- 
acre tract at the confluence of the 
Meramec and Mississippi rivers, 
where the Ford Motor Co. for- 
merly intended to build a factory. 
Union Electric has taken an Op- 
tion on the site from Ford, it was 
announced by the company last 
night at the annual meeting of its 
supervisory employes at Hotel Jef- 
ferson. 

Final steps for the new Meramec 
Plant await the anticipated ap- 
proval by the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission of the trans- 
fer to Union Electric of extensive 
coal mining property in Western 
Kentucky from North American 
Co., which controls Union Electric. 
The proposal, which was unop- 
posed, has been taken under ad- 
visement by SEC. 

12-Story Generator. 

The prospective Meramec plant 
will have a 110,000-kilowatt gener- 
ator, largest unit in the Union 
Electric system and largest single- 
shaft machine of its speed and 
design ever built. Eventually, the 
company said in response to in- 
quiry for further details, the plant 
may be four times this capacity. 
The 110,000-kilowatt unit, of the 
steam turbine type, has already 
been ordered. It will cover al- 
most an acre of ground and stand 
12 stories high. 

Construction will start within 
six to nine months, provided the 
SEC approval on the coal mine 
transfer is obtained. At first, 180 
acres of the site, which is 15 miles 
south of St. Louis, will be used, 
including rail switch yards and 
coal storage facilities. 

The pending SEC application is 
for turning over to Union Electric 
the Poplar Ridge Mine and 67,000,- 


000 tons of coal reserves, now 
owned by West Kentucky Coal 
Co., a North American subsidiary. 
The intention is to deliver the 
coal by barge to the Meramec 
Plant, by way of the Ohio and 
Mississippi rives. It was pointed 
out that this will make possible 
the first steam generating plant 
to be built by Union Electric in 
Missouri for more than 40 years. 
Heretofore it has been much 
cheaper to transport Illinois-pro- 
duced power from the Cahokia and 
Venice plants to St. Louis by 
under-river cable than to ship 
Tllinois-mined coal to generating 
plants in St. Louis. 

The new plant will facilitate 
the huge new financing program, 
the supervisors were told, because 
the mortgage requirements call 
for securing three-quarters of the 
bonds by property in Missouri, 
where the system does about 
three- quarters of its business. 

Technica] Aspects. 

A re-heating principle will be 
used in. the new plant, which is 
expected to increase fuel economy. 
That plan, calling for an operat- 
ing temperature of 950 degrees 
Fahrenheit and steam pressure of 
1250 pounds, requires a high-type 
coal. The plant will consume 60 
tons of coal an hour, or the 
equivalent of 30 carloads daily. 
Bids have been requested for the 
boiler. This plant will run at 400 
pounds higher steam pressure and 
50 degrees higher heat than the 
Venice plant. 

The new generator will revolve 
3600 times a minute, or 60 times 
a second. That means the ends 
of the blades will travel in their 
fixed position at 940 miles an 
hour, The generator will weigh 
222 tons, compared with 197 tons 
for the third unit at Venice. Maxi- 
mum production capactiy will ex- 
ceed 120,000 kilowatts. 

Union Electric anticipates that 
a second generating unit may be 
needed at Meramec Plant by 195. 
The 750 supervisory employes were 
told of the great increase in the 
use of electricity and the many 
new applications being made of 
it by homes, farms, commerce and 


industry. By the end of next year, 
it is expected to have the 200,000- | 


kilowatt fourth unit at Venice in 
service. 

By 1953 the company figures its 
total normal production capacity 
will be 1,200,000 kilowatts, includ- 
ing the first unit of the Meramec 
Plant. That will be approximately 
double the capacity of 1939, preced- 
ing the start of heavy industrial 
production in preparation for war. 

15-Year Program. 

The Union Electric system’s 
$400,000,000 plant expansion pro- 
gram is for the 15-year period of 
1948-62. This includes $24,000,000 
spent last year and $42,000,000 on 
the program for this year. 

Numerous officials of the com- 
pany took part in the presentation 
of facts about the utility’s activi- 
ties and plans for the information 
of the supervisors. This was done 
in the form of a series of skits 
from the stage of the dining hall. 

Among the humorous touches in 
the skits, designed to humanize the 
company’s operations, were some 
references by a “stooge” to his 
assignment to chase _ starlings 
away from the Union Electric 
Building at night and make them 
go “back” to the Post-Dispatch 
Building.

No Extensive Debate. 


House debate yesterday was not 
extensive on either of the repeal 
bills. None of the_ speak- 
ers referred to the Philadelphia 
transportation strikes which 
paralyzed transportation in that 
city for 10 days, nor to the brief 
strike of Laclede Gas employes in 
St. Louis several months ago. 

Representative wawrence K. 
Roos of St. Louis, Republican, 
said that although he voted for 
perfection of the bill to repeal the 
Madison Act, he could not favor 
repeal of the King-Thompson law 
because of the dangers inherent in 
a strike of utility employes. He 
said that it was a question wheth- 
er the public welfare outweighed 
the denial of privileges to both in- 
dustry and labor, and that he be- 
lieved it did. 


“Such services as_ electricity, 


‘gas, steam heating and transpor- 


tation are absolute necessities for 
urban areas,” he said. “Cities are 
dependent on these services which 
provide the very necessities of life. 
Any rash act on the part of in- 
dustry or a hasty strike by labor 
endangers the health and welfare 
of the people.” 

Roos said that some amend- 
mehts might be advisable to give 
employes additional protection 
since the right to strike was tak- 
en from them, but that the prin- 
ms ~~ of the law was sound. 

illiam D. Cruce of El Dorado 
Springs, Republican floor leader, 
in depicting the dangers which 
could result from a utility strike, 
pictured a child on the operating 
table in a hospital with the sur- 
geon ready to operate, the pulling 
of a switch by an electric plant 
employe, throwing the operating 
room in darkness and resulting in 
the death of the child. 

“Eighty per cent of the people 
of Missouri are laboring people,” 
he said, “and perhaps it was the 
child of a laborer.” 


Arguments for Repeal. 

Arguments for King-Thompson 
Act repeal were few and brief. 
Representative J. D. Swiers of 
Springfield, who did not vote 
either for or against repeal, criti- 
cized the provision for loss of 
seniority by striking utility work- 
ers.

WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP) 
—Federal Bureau of Investigation 
‘agents told today how they 
“shadowed” Judith Coplon for 
nearly two months before they ar- 
rested her and Valentine A. Gub- 
itchev, a Russian, on espionage 
conspiracy charges. 

The FBI men testified in the ab- 
sence of the jury, in connection 
with a defense motion to prevent 
the Government from using in 
Miss Coplon’s trial papers they 
seized when she was arrested. The 
Government says the papers con- 
tained secret government informa- 
tion. . 

Two agents, Rc>ert R. Gran- 
ville and T. Scott Miller, both con- 
ceded that Miss Coplon and Gub- 
itchey were arrested without a 
warrant, and said they had no 
search warrant to. seize her 
papers, described by the defense 
as “private.” The Government 
contention is that the officers, 
from previous close observation, 
had reasonable ground to justify 
both arrest and search without 
formal papers. 

Granville was the agent who 
made the actual arrest on Third 
avenue in New York March 4. 

Tells of Surveillance, 

Miller gave most ‘of the testi- 
mony about how the FBI kept 
Miss Coplon, 27-vear-old employe 
of the Department of Justice, un- 
der surveillance. Miller started 
that account with the story of how 
she arrived at the Pennsylvania 
Station about 4:50 p.m., Jan. 14, 
nearly two months before the 
arrest. | 

He said she spent more time at 
the station before taking a sub- 
way. He said she met Gubtichev 
at 193rd street and Broadway 
shortly after 7 p.m. 

He watched while she went to 
gee | dinner with Gubitchev, a suspend- 
ed Russian employe of the United 
Nations. 

Asked by Archibald Palmer, 
Miss Coplon’s attorney, whether 
he saw Miss Coplon pass anything 
material to Gubitchev, he said he 
did not.

'said. He testified that he stood 
| behind her and watched while she | 
opened the bag. He said he saw, 
among other things, a folded piece 
of onion skin paper containing 
typewritten matter. He said he | 
did not read it. 

Palmer asked Miller whether he 
ever heard Gubitchev say any- 
thing to Miss Coplon about detec-

A report, condemning as “utter 
failures” the Clearwater dam on 
Black river in Wayne and Rey- 
nolds counties and Wappapello 
dam on the St. Francis river in 
Wayne county and calling on Con- 
gress to rescind the Flood Con- 
trol Act, under which the projects 
were built, has been adopted by 
the Conservation Federation of 
Missouri, it was announced today. 


The report, made by the Soils 
and Waters Committee of the 
Federation, was adopted at the 
annual convention of the organi- 
zation at Cape .Girardeau. It 
recommended that Congressmen 
and state legislators “study the 
possibilities of more effective 
methods of soil conservation and 
water control, so that the maxi- 
mum of conservation can be ac- 
complished with tax money ex- 
pended for this purpose.” 

“For years,” the report stated, 
“this organization has been urg- 
ing upon Congress the necessity 
of spending more money for con- 
structive soil conservation, and 
less for the construction of de- 
structive high dams. 

“Now, with the completion of 
Clearwater and Wappapello reser- 
voirs and with the flooding of 
farm lands below them, which

ART NOT DECADENT, 


SAYS SCHOOL DEAN 


Adds That Modernists Try 
to Assimilate Cultures of 
Many Lands, Eras. 


Modern art is not decadent, but 
medern arts are suffering an 
“acute case of indigestion” in try- 
ing to assimilate the many cul- 
tural traditions now available to 
them, Dean Kenneth E. Hudson 
of Washington University’s School | wee 
of Fine Arts said last night, He 
spoke at the annual meeting of 
People’s Art Cente? at toed 
Tuttle Memorial. 

“Today, for the first time,” he 
continued, “the artist has spread 
out before him the art many 
cultures, the art of man 
the art of other times. Though 
his knowledge is yet imperfect, 
these ge ge are incomparably 
Steater than any previously ex- 
perienced by any artist.” 

He suggested that earlier artists 
may have maintained a pure cul- 
tural tradition only because their 
knowledge of other cultures was 
so limited. The modern artist, 
though, has a much greater op- 
portunity to study the art of 
foreign lands and of ancient times 
because of rapid transportation 
and the research of others. 

“The artist today,” he said, “is 
trying to learn to speak in the 
timeless universal idiom of art 
rather than the provincial idiom 
The art of 
world culture must draw on all 
cultures, races and peoples for its 
components rather than to try to 
make world culture an extension 
of western tradition.”

Physicians Regard Themselves as Shock 


Troops Against Paternalism, Regimenta- 
tion—Strong Opposition in A-M.A. to Its 
Methods—Views of Other Medical Groups.

VIOLENT and vicious oratorical battle has been waged over 
national health insurance, with each side impugning the motives 
of the other. and striking many low blows, One reason for the 
Wwenom of the debate is that for the first time in the history of 
American medicine, a powerful movement is on foot to take away 
from doctors part of their control over the economic and social 


aspects of medical care, 


Doctors have been accustomed 
to ruling themselves with a bare 
minimum of governmental super- 
vision. During the recent war, 
they and nurses were the only 
groups of Americans who stayed 
out of the draft, system and set 
up and administered themselves a 

rocurement and assignMent serv- 
ce for the armed services. They 
view with intense hostility and 
puspicion any attempt to introduce 
“a third party into the doctor- 
patient relationship.” 

Pride in Standards. 


Doctors are proud of the high 
standards of American medical 
care, and point to them as “the 
result of development by a free 
profession working under a free 
system unhampered by Govern- 
ment control.” . 

They bridle at statements, some 
of which may be over-statements, 
in which proponents of national 
compulsory health insurance 
stress areas where improvement 
is needed and by implication sug- 
gest, the doctors think, that doc- 
tors haven’t done too good a job. 
“Lies and propaganda” is the doc- 
tors’ answer. 

They regard themselves as the 
shock troops of the battle against 
“excessive paternalism, socialism 
and regimentation” of a social wel- 
fare regime—what Erwin D. Can- 
ham of the Christian Science 
Monitor has termed the “collec- 
tivist mesmerism” of our time. 

In their determination to con- 
trol medical care through their 
county medical societies, the doc- 
tors have run afoul of anti-trust 
laws. The United States Supreme 
Court found in a unanimous deci- 
sion in 1943 that the American 
Medical Association and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Medical Society 
had violated the anti-trust act by 
“inducing and coercing” hospitals 
and their members to boycott a co- 
operative health plan in Washing- 
ton, D.C. A similar action is 
pending in Oregon. 

Disavowal of Letter. 

The A.M.A, has accepted sup- 
port from some groups and used 
gome tactics which critics regard 
as dubious, at best, in its battle 
against compulsory health insur- 
ance. Recently the A.M.A, finally 
disavowed, after a hiatus of sev- 
eral weeks, a letter by one Dan 
Gilbert in which he told “Chris- 
tian Americans” that the “medical 
czar in Washington would doubt- 
less order a plowing under of 
babies after the fashion of the 
unlamented Secretary of Agricul- 
ture who abolished the little pigs.” 

When the letter was sent out 
last January, the National Physi- 
cians Committee, which had 
A.M.A, support but now is sched- 
uled for liquidation, termed it “one 
of the few really vital pronounce- 
ments of the age.” 

Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of 
the A.M.A. Journal, stormy petrel 
of the organization and until re- 
cently its principal spokesman, 
said after a brief trip to England 
that doctors there are so swamped 
with patients and paper work by 
that country’s new health plan 
that they have to write out pre- 
scriptions before examining the 
patients who get the prescriptions. 

Dr. Charles Hill, secretary of 
the British Medical Association 
and a bitter opponent of the Brit- 
ish plan before its, adoption, in- 
sisted on publication in the A.M.A. 
Journal last Jan. 22 of a denial 
of the statement “as a libel on a 
profession which is proud of its 
tradition of service to its patients.” 
Dr. Fishbein replied that British 
doctors have to do a lot of paper 


work. 
From A.M.A. Camp. 

The A.M.A, has had to fight not 
only Federal Security Administra- 
tor Oscar R. Ewing and other 
lay proponents of national health 
insurance but also defections from 
its own camp. Not all members 
of the organization approve its 
plan or its campaign. 

Dr. Fishbein has said that 85 
per cent of the nation’s doctors 
are in favor of the A.M.A.’s plan 
and its $25 assessment, but there 
is strong opposition in New York 
and Brooklyn medical societies. 
In addition, a group of 167 promi- 
ment middle-ground doctors, in- 
cluding some of the most famous 
names in American medicine, have 

their determination 


Academy of Medicine two years 
ago what he thought of the A.M.A. 


“It’s primary concern,” he said, 
“is the preservation of the present 
hopelessly inadequate system of 
medical care, which could not 
meet the medical needs of the 
people in 1000 years. In this crit- 
ical period of change, when the 
handwriting appears on so many 
walls, the behavior of organized 
medicine is humiliating, and its 
leadership has seemed incredibly 
stupid. 

“Many physicians feel that they 
are the sole authorities, the only 
ones who really know what is 
best, and that-the people should 
meekly receive what they decide 
to give. 

“They forget that physicians are 
a vested interest, and that selfish 
hopes and wishes loom lafge so 
as to blot out parts of the per- 
spective and cause them uncon- 
sciously to think of how to safe- 
guard personal comfort and profit 
rather than of the best interests 
of the people whom they serve.” 
‘Saddlebag Thinking.’ 
Other moderate doctor’ critics 
of the A.M.A. have termed the 
organization nothing more than 
a labor union, protecting the in- 
terests of its own members, and 
a hang-over from the nineteenth 
century. 
“The days of saddlebag medicine 
are over, but saddlebag thinking 
is still with us,” the head of one 
top-flight eastern medical school 
told the writer recently. He added 
that many members of the A.M.A. 
still are fundamentally opposed to 
group practice, to any form of in- 
surance and to other changes in 
the practice of medicine made 
since the heyday of the individual 
family doctor who could cater to 
all his patients’ needs. 
The A.M.A.. has replied in kind. 
Dr. Fishbein told an interviewer 
the protesting doctors were teach- 
ers and research men who didn’t 
understand what was going on 
outside of academic halls. “They 
don’t have the comprehension to 
understand the A.M.A, plan, and 
they have no concept of the na- 
tional problem,” he said. 
Viewing the protest within its 
own ranks with considered alarm, 
an editorial in the March 4 issue 
of the St. Louis Medical Society 
Bulletin added, “If part of our 
team goes into a huddle with self- 
serving, anaemic brained poli- 
ticians, with strike and discord 
promoting labor leaders, and with 
pink fringe, starry-eyed imprac- 
tical reformers who live away 
fromthe feel and the smell of the 
earth, we will most certainly lose 
the ball game.” 

Proposal Deemed Premature. 

In the opinion of middle-ground 
doctors, of whom there are many 
in addition to those who signed 
the Park protest, the trouble with 
immediate enactment of national 
health insurance is that it has 
been proposed without adequate 
consideration or preparation, and 
is téo big a dose for the nation 
to swallow in one gulp. 

Until the United States has at 
least 30,000 more doctors, more 
professional personnel of all 
kinds, more hospitals, and ade- 
quate psychological preparation 
of both professional men and lay- 
men, passage of the proposal 
would result in chaos, Dr. Park 
said. 

There are many troubles with 
the present system of medical 
care, the moderate doctors think. 
For one thing, good medical care 
already costs more than many 
people can afford, and costs will 
mount steadily in the future as 
life is prolonged and complexity 
of diagnosis. and treatment in- 
creases, they contend. 

A second point in the mod- 
erates’ indictment is that volun- 
tary insurance is too expensive 
for many persons, and that it is 
inadequate anyway because most 
plans make no provision for pre- 
ventive care, minor illness, den- 
tistry or home-nursing. As for 
the fee-for-service method of pay- 
ment, it stimulates competition, 
but also stimulates avariciousness 
and fee-splitting, and creates eco- 
nomic and social distinctions in 
medical care, the moderates added. 

Proposal for Conference.

ENDURANCE FLYERS 


PARTLY DEAF FROM 
1008 HOURS IN AIR 


|Pair Glad to Hold Record But 


Say on Landing They 
Won’t Try Again. 


FULLERTON, Calif., April 27 
(AP)—Bill Barris and Dick Riedel, 
who landed their light plane yes- 
terday after 1008 hours in the air, 
agreed today that it’s wonderful 
to hold the world’s endurance 
flight record, but they’ll never try 
it again. 

Friends and well-wishers staged 
a big party for them at a hotel. 
The flyers, partly deaf from lis- 
tening to the Sunkist Lady’s six- 
cylinder motor for six long weeks, 
and with their legs: still wobbly, 
couldn’t disappoint them. Both 
men were declared to be in ex- 
cellent condition. 


They brought the plane down at 
municipal airport where a crowd 
of 8000, including their families, 
greeted them. 

Nearly 12 days earlier the flyers 
broke the old record of 726 hours, 
set 10 years ago by Wes Carroll 
and Clyde Schlieper of Long 
Beach, Calif. (In 1929 the endur- 
ance flight record was held in St. 
Louis. In July of that year Dale 
Jackson and Forest O’Brine stayed 
aloft 17% days in a small orange 
monoplane, the St. Louis Robin.) 

Soon the flyers can start think- 
ing about their future and what 
they will get out of the flight. 
Their manager, Fred Gobelle, said 
several deals are in the making.

Japan constitut- 
ed the greatest concentration of 
economic power in any country 
in the world. The Zaibatsu has 
officially been declared dead, al- 
though some observers claim to 
have detected a surprising vigor 
in the corpse. At any rate, if the 
political forces represented by Yo- 
shida have their way, the Zaibatsu 
or something like it will certainly 
be revived. In a word, Yoshida 
stands for a diluted version of 
the old Japan. 

Impressed by Communist.

Highway Wreckers at Wor 


No longer can there be any mistaking the pur- 
pose of the crowd that is trying to reassess the 
road taxes and reorganize the Highway Commis- 
sion of Missouri. They intend nothing less than 
te put the state highway system, involving 3500 
jobs and the spending of 40 to 60 million dollars 
a year, under control of a political machine. 

-This purpose became clear when the ‘Senate's 
Highway Committee approved the Quinn bill to 
enlarge the Highway Commission. The bill 
originally pretended merely to give each of 


eight sections of the state a commission mem- 


ber. Such pandéring to sectionalism was bad 
enough, but after that the committee went into 
closed session and did far worse. 

It decided to take highway management away 
from a chief engineer who holds his job on 
merit, and to place control under a new director, 
who would have the power to hire and fire sub- 
ordinate employes. Then the committee gave 
the Governor the power to remove commission- 
ers at will, thereby making sure that they can- 
not interfere with the new director. Thus, the 
commissioners would become mere window- 
dressing, and the Governor, acting through the 
director, could handle patronage as he pleases. 

The Missouri Highway Department has been 
kept clear of partisan politics and local log- 
rolling throughout its 28 years. Yet Senator 
Quinn and his fellow-conspirators plot unblush- 


ingly to surrender it lock, stock and barrel to 


men who will Riways count real highway needs 

less important than the need to dispense patron- 

age and secure their own political fortunes. 
Curtis A. Betts, who has watched would-be 


plunderers at work in Jefferson City for years, 


is driven to strong language to describe it. “It 
is no exaggeration,” he writes in the Post- 
Dispatch, “to consider the plan as the most dar- 
ing and brazen exhibition of partisan politics in 
Missouri since the attempted governorship steal 
in 1941.” 

The scheme is so raw on its very face that 
there will be angry reaction if it is carried out. 
This practical motive, as well as elementary re- 
spect for their oath to serve the people of Mis- 
souri, ought to deter enough members of the 
Democratic majority to knock the plot into 
oblivion. Only one Democrat on the Highway 
Committee, however, voted against it: Michael 
Kinney, who serves St. Louis and all Missouri 
by his opposition.

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The Neglected Eight Million 


Though much has been done for the care of 
the mentally ill since Dorothea Lynde Dix went 
up and down the land 109 years ago pleading 
their cause, much more has arisen that is still to 
be done. To treat the 8,000,000 Americans who. 
need some type of mental treatment, half again 
as many hospital beds as there are now should 
be provided, three times as many psychiatrists, 
twice as many clinics.

Moscow has made overtures toward the lifting 
of the blockade of Berlin and Washington has 
received these overtures just as it should have 
done—cautiously but warmly and appreciatively. 

Tass, the official Soviet news agency, is au- 
thority for the news that the Soviet Government 
is ready to end the embargo on the former. Ger- 
man capital if the United States, France and 
Britain “set an acceptable date” for a Big Four 
meeting at which the future of all Germany will 
be discussed. 

If the blockade is lifted now and such a meet- 
ing is held, it will be a great victory for the air- 
lift. We can be sure that.the Kremlin did not 
expect the airbridge to span the Russian occupa- 


_tion zone from Western Germany into Berlin for 


a year. The expectation of the Reds was that we 
would not have the persistence, even if we had 
the means. 

Thus, what was meant to be an embarrassment 
to the western democracies has become instead 
an embarrassment to Russia. The planes fly in 
minute after minute with food, fuel, clothing 
and machines. Instead of symbolizing democratic 
weakness and failure, the blockade has brought 
out the. proof of democratic strength and 
success. 

This cannot go on indefinitely without worse- 
ning the Russian position in the cold war. Hence 
the blockade lifting overtures. If it can be 
handled so the Russians think they are saving 
face, let it be so handled. The world knows who 
imposed the blockade and the world will know 
who lifts it. ; 

All along we have left the door open to our 
Eastern wartime allies. It is still open. If they 
will, let them come through and join in an hon- 
est effort at settlement of the problem of 


. Germany.

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Speed to the Police Raise 

A 17 per cent pay increase for St. Louis po- 
licemen has received the State Senate’s approval 
without a dissenting vote, which is no more than 
it deserves. The raise is belated justice to a 
class of public employes who are denied access 
to the collective bargaining processes that win 
wage increases in private business. 

The maximum increases which the bill author- 
izes will only raise salaries to the level of police 
pay in other large cities and in‘line with fire- 
men’s pay rates in St. Louis itself. The police- 
men have waited patiently, but meanwhile they 
have scrimped to make ends meet, and many of 
them have Had to — their savings and go in 
debt. 

The House in Jefferson City cannot move too

Outstanding Opportunity in Illinois 

The kind of administration which Adlai E. 
Stevenson is striving to give Illinois is demon- 
strated by the bills introduced by Representative 
Ryan, House majority leader at Springfield, to 
take the state police system out of politics. 

For years, the Illinois patrol system has been 
the preserve of ‘patronage politicians. Every 
time there was a change in administration there 
was-a Virtually complete change in the person- 
nel of the highway police. 

All this will be changed if the Legislature 
adopts bills prepared with the assistance of 
Franklin Kreml, executive director of the Inter- 
national Association of Chiefs of Police, and 
special lists in police personnel matters at 
Northwestern University’s celebrated Traffic 
Institute. 

The proposals now in the House would estab- 
lish police tenure on merit. Patrolmen would be 
chosen on a non-partisan basis, after Jan. 1, 
1951. Between now and that time, the proposed 
merit board would seek to equalize the appoint- 
ments between the two parties so that neither 
could say that it was put at a disadvantage. The 
merit board itself would consist of three mem- 
bers serving. six-year staggered terms, a means 
for further protecting the patrol from political 
control in the future. Members of the highway 
force would be prohibited from engaging in poli- 
tics and it would be illegal to ask them for cam- 
paign contributions. ‘ 

The need fer such legislation was proved 
many times over. As Gov. Stevenson says in 
asking for approval of the bills: 


he state police have been political pawns 
long enough. Policemen should be appointed 
because of their professional, not their po- 
litical qualifications. A man can’t be a good 
policeman if his loyalty is divided between 
his superior and his sponsor. Many other 
states have long since removed their police 
from politics. It’s time Illinois caught up 


with the procession. 
A Democratic House and a Republican Senate 


should be glad to pass these bills as soon as it 
can be ascertained that they are in good order. 
Here is an opportunity for both parties to bene- 
fit themselves—and the State of Illinois.

A Governor to Keep an Eye On 

Goy. Kerr Scott of North Carolina is a state 
executive who believes in making real use of his 
appointing power. Just a month ago, he re- 
sisted all the appeals of professional politicians 
in his state for him to appoint them to a vacancy 
in the United States Senate. Gov. Scott’s choice 
was the distinguished one of Frank Porter 
Graham, president of the University of North 
Carolina and one of the country’s outstanding 
educators and progressive leaders. 

The North Carolina Governor has now made 
another appointment which breaks with political 
tradition. To his state’s Board of Education he 
has named a Negro—the first such appointment 
in North Carolina history. His choice is Dr. H. 
L. Trigg, who earned a master’s degree at Syra- 
cuse University, in New York, and now is presi- 
dent of St. Augustine College in Raleigh. 

Why did Gov. Scott appoint Dr. Trigg? He 
could not have had better reasons. Because his 
nominee was “well-qualified” and because “it 
was time the state recognized its Negro citizens 
and accorded them a voice on state boards.” 

Kerr Scott is a Governor to watch. If he puts 
as much thought and independence into all his 


. appointments as he has in these, the country is 


going to hear more of him.

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_ County Roads in a Legal Mess 


The es 
Public y eee 


As construed by Missouri Supreme Court, the 1945 Constitution 
transfers control of county roads from county courts to circuit 
courts; state official believes this will cause endless trouble; sees no 
chance, however, to clear it up without a constitutional amendment.

On Jan. 7, 1949, the Missouri Supreme 
Court rendered its decision in Rippeto vs. 
Thompson. The question was whether a 
county court had the power to open a pri- 
vate road, and the court held that it did 
not. 

The reasoning of the court was clear, 
brief and convincing. It was: that the 1945 
State Constitution did not confer judicial 
power upon county courts; that opening 
a private road entailed the exercise of 
judicial power; that therefore county 
courts did not have the power. 


On Feb. 24, the office of the Attorney 
General was asked by the prosecuting at- 
torney of Miller county to write an of- 
ficial opinion on the power of a county 
court to open, close, or alter the course 
of a public road. That opinion held that, 
in view of the Rippeto decision, county 
courts did not have this power since the 
same powers are exercised in opening pub- 
lic roads and private roads. There can be 
little doubt that this is the law in Mis- 
souri in respect to public, as well as pri- 
vate, roads. 

The Rippeto decision indicated a test by 
which county courts could determine 
whether their acts were or were not ju- 
dicial and therefore permissible. The test 
was: if an order by a county court ean be 
appealed to a higher court, then the order 
is a judicial act, and is therefore beyond 
the power of the county court to make. 


The Rippeto decision is one of extreme 
significance. It means that the power over 
county roads formerly exercised by county 
courts, a major part of whose time and at- 
tention has in the past been given to 
county roads, will, in the future, except in 
matters of maintenance, be transferred to 
another court. That court will. inevitably 
be the circuit court, where, by act of the 
Legislature on May 6, 1948, the power of 
establishing and disestablishing private 
roads has already gone. 


Whether this transfer of authority in 
road matters from county courts to circuit 
courts is for the best is a matter of grave 
doubt, Certainly circuit court judges, 


many of whom are already over-burdened, 
will not welcome it. And obviously, because 
of the pressure of other work, ghey will not 
be able to acquaint themselves with road 
conditions and necessities to the extent 
that county courts have done. 
more, since a majority of them are non- 
residents of a majority of the counties 
over whose roads they will have authority, 
they cannot be expected to have the same 
interest in these matters that is felt by 
county courts. 

The situation thus created is bad, but 
its worst factor is its lively potentiality for 
becoming much worse. By the Rippeto de- 
cision, county courts are forbidden to take 
any action from which an appeal can be 
taken. A study of the law reveals that 
there are comparatively few actions from 
which an appeal cannot be taken. This 
means that from now on we will witness a 
steady drift of power from county courts to 
circuit courts, with the result that within 
a short time the former will be largely in- 
ert, non-functioning bodies, and the latter 
will be hopelessly engulfed in county af- 
fairs wholly unrelated to the main business 
of circuit courts. 


To this situation, which creates a perver- 
sion and unbalance of county government 
surely not foreseen by the framers of the 
New Constitution, only two alleviatives are 
possible. One is a reversal by the Missouri 
Supreme Court of: its interpretation; the 
other is an amendment to the Constitution 
reinvesting county courts with judicial 
power, The former can: scarcely be ex- 
pected to precede the latter, and the latter 
would be very difficult of accomplishment 
until the general public, through experi- 
ence, had become convinced of the meces- 
sity. But in the absence of fairly immedi- 
ate relief from some source which is not 
now discernible, we will soon arrive at a 
situation wherein county courts are largely 
functionless and powerless, and circuit 
judges are inundated with multitudinous 
duties for which they have scant time, in 
which they have had but little experience, 
which they do not desire, and which it was 
never intended should devolve upon them. 


In the Best Newspaper Tradition 
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Lloyd Lewis, whose untimely death oc- 
curred April 21, was a newspaper man 
of unusual versatility. He was a drama 
critic who became the editor of an un- 
orthodox but sprightly sports page, and 
eventually a managing editor. He found 
time from his daily chores to collaborate 
on the first modern history of Chicago 
and wrote several excellent books on his 
favorite historical period, the Civil War 
era. 

Except for a very few pieces of literary 
criticism, Mr. Lewis did not contribute to 
the Tribune. His active newspaper years 
were with the Daily News. Yet this en- 
couragement of good news writing, by both 
example and precept, helped the whole 
newspaper community of Chicago and its 
readers as well. 

Much of the mechanism of a modern 
metropolitan daily is the enemy of good 
news writing. Multiple editions and the 
area of coverage often make it necessary 


for one man to see what happens and an-.

Jimmy Walker and His Era 


BEAU JAMES OR THE LIFE AND TIMES OF JIMMY 
WALKER, by Gene Fowler. (Viking Press, 389 pgs., $4.) 
Gene Fowler has done it again. With 

“Beau James” he has done for Jimmy Wal- 

ker as much and perhaps more than he did 

in “Good Night, Sweet Prince’ for John 

Barrymore. Jimmy Walker Was the 100th 

Mayor of New York City. He reigned dur- 

ing the “era of wonderful nonsense” as the 

prohibition period has been aptly described 

by Westbrook Pegler. To Fowler, then a 

celebrated New York newspaper man, it 

was in retrospect the most glorious age in 


_ the. most wonderful city. of the world, and 


Walker was the most distinguished and ad- 
mirable creature in it. The chronicle of 
James J. Walker’s life and times was writ- 
ten. by a man intimately acquainted with 
both. He knew the ttle mayor in May 
and December. 

A less agile writer .would have experi- 
enced grave difficulty. in making a wholly 
lovable character of a man once described, 
after investigation of his public career drove 
him from office, as “king of the tin box 
crowd.” But without ducking many dis- 
agreeable facts, Fowler manages to plate 
the clay feet of his idle with a covering of 
solid gold. Walker was an innocent child 
fascinated by the tinsel of the Broadway 
Christmas tree and the presents it held for 
him. While thus engaged, he was betrayed 
by his friends—and so were the citizens he 
had sworn to serve.

Soviet World Policy 


COMMUNISM: ITS PLANS AND TACTICS, Prepared 

A Subcommittee 5 of the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs of the House of Representatives. (infantry 
Journal Press, 98 Pages, $2.00.) 

Although this congressional report was 
released a year ago (entitled “Strategy and 
Tactics of World Communism”), its’ pub- 
lication now is quite timely. After exami- 
nation of the various aspects of Soviet and 
Communist policy and tactics, the report 
states the following main conclusions: (1) 
World revolution by violence is the goal. 
(2) A coalition against Russia is feared, 
(3) Communists therefore fear reconstruc- 
tion or federation in the non-Communist 
world. (4) Communist parties outside the 
Soviet Union are junior partners or auxil- 
iaries. (5) The tactics are based on a defi- 
nite theory and the central propositions of 
hat theory do not change. (6) Division of 

urope and Asia between World War II 
victors is to be settled by power politics 
and not by negotiation. Two major counter- 
moves are: Keep the United States etéon- 
omy on an even keel at all costs/ Show 
that the Truman doctrine and the Marshall 
plan constitute a ‘bumper to fend of 
Communism.” 
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Abuses of the Confirmation Power 


T is now nearly three months since President Truman sent to the 


Senate the name of Mon Wallgren to be chairman of the National 


Security Resources Board. The Senate Armed Services Committee, 
by a majority of one, voted to keep the Wallgren nomination in the 
committee, which means that the full Senate cannot pass on it. 


This has stirred the President’s 
Tesentment. He has got his Mis- 
souri stubbornness up and, in ef- 
fect, he has told those who inquire 


that he /hasn’t 
the slightest in- 
tention of with- 
drawing the 
Wallgren nomi- 
nation. In fact, 
he will leave it 
before the Sen- 
ate until the pa- 
per it is written 
on rots away. 
The President 
feels, according 
to his close as- 
sociates, that the 
action of the 
Armed Services Committee is not 
merely unfair but perhaps uncon- 
stitutional. When the law provides 
that a nomination shall be con- 
firmed by the Senate, it means the 
whole Senate and not merely a 
handful of men on one committee. 


Sound Complaint. 


It seems to me that this com- 
plaint has genuine merit. What- 
ever one may think of the Wall- 
gren appointment, and I happen to 
think very little of it, the whole 
Senate has a constitutional right 
to approve or reject it. Instead, 
six Republicans on the Armed 
Services Committee, plus one Dem- 
ocrat, Senator Byrd of Virginia 
have set up a road block to hold 
the nomination back. 

In recent years we have heard 


the executive denounced over and | 


over again for encroaching on the 
legislative branch of Government. 
But in the matter of presidential 
appointments it begins to look as 
though the Congress were deter- 


mined by one means or another, 


to sabotage the President’s ap- 
pointive power. 


Smeared Appointee. 


Another instance is the appoint- 
ment of John Carson ‘o be a mem- 
ber of the Federal Trade Ccmmis- 
sion. Before Carson could present 
his views to a Senate Committee, 
a well-planned smear campaign 
was directed against him with the 
connivance of -ertain Senators. 

The National Security Resources 
Board has been: without a full- 
time chairman for nearly four 
months, since the resignation of 
Arthur M. Hill, whd was the first 
head of the board. John Steelman, 
one of the President’s advisers, 
has been acting chairman but he 
has been able to give compara- 
tively little time to the job. 

During this period the staff of 
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‘the board has pretty well deterio- 
rated. Most of the top officials 
named by Hill have resigned and 
they have not been replaced. 

Kenneth D. Johnson has re- 
signed as general counsei. Vice- 
Chairman Reginald Gillmor has 
resigned. So has E. T. Grether, 
director of the economic manage- 
ment division, who has gone back 
to the University of California 
as dean of the graduate school 
of business. 


Marking Time.

Action Doubles Number’ 
of Articles That May Pes 0. ge, 
Be Sent From U.S, to 


Soviet Bloc. 


WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP) 
—The United States today dropped 
export controls on more than 500 


articles. 

‘ The action will permit shipment 
of these goods to Soviet bloc na- 
tions or “any destination in the 
world” without export licenses. 

The announcement by Secretary 
of Commerce Sawyer eliminates a 
bar on shipments to Russian-domi- 
nated nations imposed more than 
a year ago for “strategic reasons.” 

Clocks and watches, railroad 
ties, many lumber items and build- 
ing materials, plumbing fixtures, 
and such recently scarce goods as 
refrigerators and washing ma- 
chines are among the items re- 
leased from controls. ° 

“This action more than doubles 
the number of items which can 
now be exported without a vali- 
dated license,” Sawyer said. 

He described it as “another step 
in our program of relaxing export 
controls as rapidly as conditions 
Warrant so that normal foreign 
trade relations in non-strategic 
commodities may be  re-estab- 
lished.” 

With a relatively few exceptions 
—including such “non-strategic” 
items as underwear and table 
articles—all goods sent to Europe 
have been kept under license re- 
quirements to permit control over 
what Russia and its satellites may 
purchase here.

RUITS for the following salad 

should be the freshest possible 

so that the flavor of the mold 
will be fresh, lively and surpris- 
ingly good. A layer at a time 
should be made and the first 
should be poured into the mold 
and left to almost congeal while 
the second mixture is being made 
up. In this:way each layer has 
time to form_a firm layer that 
will not chanBe in form as the 
second layer is poured in. After 
all the layers are in, the mold 
should be tightly covered and 
kept in the refrigerator until 
serving time. 

Not too long a time should 
elapse between preparation and 
serving in order that the salad 
or dessert may be at the peak of 
its. beauty and palatability. The 
unmolding should be done with 
forethought. <A very flat plate 
should be chosen and one at least 
three or four inches larger in 
diameter than the mold. First one 
should run a thin beaded knife 
around the mold being sure not to 
cut into it. Then dip the mold 
quickly into warm water leaving 
it there only long enough to melt 
the gelatin just enough to loosen 
from the mold. Invert the mold 
immediately on to the plate. The 
aim next should be to turn out 
a mold without a blemish. Then 
and only then will it have all the 
show-off that should be achieved 
with this effort. 

Three Stripe Party Salad. 

No. 2 tin apricots (2% cups), one 
package orange flavored gelatin. 
Puree the apricots. Measure juice 
and add enough water to make 
one three-fourths cup. Heat to 
boiling and add gelatin. Stir until 
dissolved, then chill until mixture 
is slightly congealed. Add puree 
and pour into mold. Chill until 
firm. 

Second layer: One package lime 
flavored gelatin, one cup boiling 
water, one cup crushed pineap-

blood flowing in y 
veins. Since the dawn 
man has wondered about this fluid 
which is vital to his life. 

We are grad learning more 
about blood and its uses. Trans- 
fusion has’ become a household 
word. Blood contains both liquid 
and solids. The lNquod part con- 
tains water, salt, and proteins. The 
solid part is made up of cells.

West played the deuce 
without the flicker of an eyelash 
and South fell! He ducked in 
dummy. East took the trick with 
the jack and shifted to diamonds, 
and now, whether or not declarer 
finessed, the defenders were as- 
sured of one spade trick, two 
hearts and one diamond, which 
were quite enough to defeat the 
sound contract.
